Chicago, April 8.—Women voting 


for the first time in Illinois township 
elections demonstrated their power 
yesterday by closing the doors of 
more than a thousand saloons out- 
side of Chicago, 
adding sixteen 


counties to the thirty already dry 
and barring the sale of intoxicants 
In approximately 200 of 
the 
300 


townships in which local option was 
an issue. 


Their victory Included eleven of 


the larger cities of the state which 
until the votes were counted last 
night were 
wet 
territory. 
They 


were: Bloomington, Galesburg, El- 
gin, Decatur, Freeport, Belvediere, 
Moumouth, Kewanee, Lockport, and 
East Galena and Canton. Rockford, 
Matoon and Galva were kept in the 
dry column by women's votes. 


No city nor township which was 


dry befbre the election was lost by 
the anti-saloon forces, but the cities 
of Springfield, Quincy, Bock Island 
Alton, Aurora, Mollne, Dixon 
and 


West Galena remained -wet. 


Presence of women voters had an 


uplifting effect at the polls at yester- 
day's aldermanic election in Chicago, 
according to a statement made to- 
day by Anthony Czarnecki, member 
of tbe Board of Election commis- 
sioners.

President Wilson's powerful personal- 
ity and dominating force are a subject 
of conversation wherever people meet 
and discuss the conditions in Wash- 
ington. Sometimes reference is made to 
his training as a professor In college, 
where he acquired the methods which 
he now invokes—that is, making up his 
mind and compelling those under his 
direction to do his bidding. 


Something of this was brought out 


in the debates upon the Panama canal 
tolls, but it is discussed privately to a 
greater extent than on the floor of the 
senate or house. There is one feature 
about the power which the president 
wields and the success that he has 
achieved which seems to carry a 'great 
deal of weight, and that 18 that every- 
body seems to concede that he la des- 
tined to have bis way while he la 
president No matter how strong an 
opposition is built up, it seems to crum- 
ble before the forceful personality and 
dominating influence of President Wil- 
son. 


Last cf the Veterans.

It is rather interesting to note that 


the three remaining veterans of the 
Union forces in the house of represent- 
atives are all Democrats. They are 
Sherwood of Ohio, Goulden of New 
York and Kirkpatrick of Iowa. No Re- 
publican veteran is now a member of 
the house. Of the Confederates that 
remain there are Estopinal of Louisi- 
ana, Talbott of Maryland, Jones of 
Virginia, Stedman of North Carolina 
and Taylor of Alabama. These men 
are all Democrats. 


Hoke Smith's Nod. 


Senator Jones of Washington was 


complaining that the committee on 
foreign relations had failed to report 
a resolution which he had introduced. 
"I was led to believe that there would 
be a favorable report,'' said Jones, "for 
when I expressed such a desire there 
•was an affirmative nod of the head on 
the part of the senator from Georgia, 
Mr. Smith." 


"1 am not on the committee on for- 


eign relations.'' said Smith. 


"I supposed from the activity which 


the senator manifested that be was a 
member or at least had the influence 
which could cause the committee to 
act promptly," retorted Jon%s. 


It is true that Senator Smith takes 


an active part in the affairs of the sen- 
ate and has exercised a great deal of 
influence in that body since he became 
a member only a short time ago. 


Did Not Hear From Home. 


Few members of the house of rep- 


resentatives really knew what the sen- 
timent of their constituents was on 
the repeal of the Panama canal tolls 
at the time they voted. A few Inter- 
ested men wrote letters for and against 
the repeal, but few of the members 
had an opportunity to find out what 
was the real sentiment through the 
usual channels they employ. It is ex- 
pected that thte senators will be in- 
formed before they vote on the subject.

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


NOT TRAINING BOYS 


AWAY FROM FARM 


That the agricultural coll«£rps 
are 


not tending to educate the boys away 
from the farm is shown Ijy a census 
recently taken at Ohio Stare Univer- 
sity. Of 200 men who have gone out 
from the Ohio Agricultural college in 
the last six years. 76, or 38 per cent, 
are actually on the farm. Of the 124 
remaining' graduates, 89 expect to re- 
turn "to the farm some day. This 
leaves but 35 men who do not intend 
to return to the farm and in almost 
every case, these men did not intend 
to do so when tney entered the uni- 
versity. 


The census also 'shows that tnere 


lias been siifficieir inducement in ex- 
periment station, in the United States 
Department of Agriculture and teach- 
ing service as v,'"tt as In other fields 
for the man not to want to return to 
the farm, especiailv of they do not have 
the capital to st^rt farming. Many ot 
these a^rictUturdi graduates 
roceive 


salaries of ?1,2"<' to $1,500 a year from 
tBe start. . In spite of the relative^ 
fine iwsitions o tained, the'majority 
indicate that th< y would go to the 
farm rather than take up profession- 
al work, If thr-j i ould. However, the 
verdict of thcsf- ^i men sho\\s three 
substantial reasons why they do not 
return to *hc tartn. -They are: lock 
of capital to lx>s'n farming, the indif- 
ference of tho l;,tier toward nc-w anrt 
scientific methoc -. and the liu-rathc 
salaries offrr'-d •<> agricultural gradu- 
ates, due to th< "jet that durinsj tlu 
last fivf >f-ar!-. --,e demand for men 
with agriruHiir,ii training has f'tr ex- 
ceeded the s'lj'iii
